Through a Roman art gallery 
one day in 1847 rambled an odd- 
looking woman — a woman whose 
laee and queer costumes and ec- 
centricities were us well known 
throughout America — and almost 
as famous— as was the President 
of the I iiited States himself. But 
in Italy her looks and mannerisms 
provoked covert grins and nudges 
t'ldiii all e.\cepL one of the art- 
gallery loungers. 

The woiuun was Margaret Ful- 
ler, genius, reformer, world eele- 
hiity, who had written immortal 
works and whose eriisades of 
merey had bettered the conditions 
of liospitals, asylums and prisons 
lu re at home. Carlysle had sneer- 
iiigly described her as "a strange, 
lilting, lean old maid, but not 
nearly such a bore as 1 expected." 
Scarcely the type of woman to 
figure, as she did, in a romance 
worthy of old-time Howeiy nu'lo- 
di aiiia. 

As Miss Fuller wandered 
through the art gallery, she lost 
her way. Seeking the exit, siie 
turned to find a slender, dark- 
eyed Italian st.iring at her in 
frank adoration. Catching hei 
e\ e, the man stepped forward and 
asked if he might lia\e the lioiior 
(it showing her through the pic 
lure looms. 

Prim New England spinster as 
she WHS — and thirty-seven years 
old :if that .Miss Fuller did not 
reluilf the Iti liaii. Slu- who had 
shunned men except as intellect- 
ual eumrudes fell in love almost 
at once with this stranger. It was 
her first love and lu r l.ist. 

The man introilueed himsrif as 
the "Mari|uis Ossoli," and oi)tain- 
ed leave from her to call ut her 
hotel. He was almost pennilesH. 
and 111' w;is se^cii xcars younger 
than she. Vet theirs was a sud 
den and perfect love. Margaret 
at first refused to listen to Os 
soli's pro|)osals. as she had vnwid 

lier nil' to rcf'oiiiiN. ;iii(| ,is she 

feared her friends would laugh at 
her if she should marry. (She 
had boasted: "I Inive yet to meet 
:i man whose mind can e(nu))Hre 
with m.\ own. ) '' 

Itiil her resistance was as brief 
as it was futile. In December, 
IS 17, shi' and Ossoli wei e married. 
The cereiiion,\- was kept secret. 
No hint of if was allowed to reach 
her family at home. She was in 
close correspondence with such 
.\iiii'rieaii ceiilirit ics as Ilaw- 
tlioi iic, IliiH'isoii and (ireeh^y. Yet 
li.'i- marriage was not mentioned 
in her letters to fhein. 

For two years the eou|de lived 
together clandestinely, in Rome 
There their little son was born. 
Then came the Italian revolution. 
Ossoli fought ill the patriotic 
ranks. Diiiiiiir the siege of Nome 
Margaret was a veritable angel 
of mercy in the hospitals and the 
trenches. She stood fearlessly at 
her young husband's side in bat- 
tle and in sortie.
